Chief among the morerecent developments

EW people have any idea of the great 
progress the Argentine Republic has 
made. When we speak of South Amer- 
fea most of us think only of Venesuela 

and the other countries of the north 
and have but a vague idea of what Hes be- 
yond. 

The tmmense territory which forms the 
Argentine nation, extending from latitude 22 
gouth to 56, with a tota) length of 2,200 miles 
and a width of froma few hundred miles to 
1,000 miles, embraces almost every climate 
and consequently produces an immense va- 
riety of the most valuable fruits of the earth. 

Ae the greater and most productive part of 
the country is in the temperate zone, the 
principal) products are wheat, maize, oata, 
barbey, etc., and enormous herds of cattle 
and flocks of sheep roam the great pampes 
of the central) and southern provinces, 

The city of Buenos Alres, the federal capi- 
tal, is the largest city south of the equator, . 
the fourth largest in the western hemisphere, 
only being exceeded by New York, Chicago, 
and Philadelphia, its 1,000,000 Inhabitants 
making it the second Latin city in the world, 
Paris taking first place. 

Buenos Aires was founded originally by 
Don Pedro de Mendoga on Feb. 2, 1535. This 
settlement was, however, destroyed by the 
Indians a few years later, and the present 
city was founded by Don Juan deGaray on 
June 11, 1580. — 

There are few modern cities which can com- 

‘ pare with Buenos Aires with its magnificent 
public buildings and private residences, its 
spacious parks, and wide, well paved streets. 
The principal architecture shows a tendency 
towards nouveau art, with a decided strain 
of French renaissance, but the more modest 
buildings retain still strongly the impress of 
Spanish colonial times. 


* 
Expensive Place to Live. 

Buenos Aires is one of the most expensive 
places in the world to live in if one wishes 
the same comforts and luxuries that have 
come to be almost necessities in this country. 
Although it is cold in winter, the temperature 
sometimes dropping to 35 and occasionally 
but rarely below, you will hardly find a house 
heated except, perhaps, a gas stove or open 
coal grate in the ving room. The houses are 
al of brick and mortar, and as the climate 
is damp they are far from comfo e.in 
winter; in fact, it is not an uncommon sight 
to see everybody going to dinner with over- 
coats and wraps on, but the natives consider 
it unhealthy to have the house artificially 
heated. Rents are enormous and it is diffi- 
cult to get a emal} house in a decent neigh, 
borhood for less than $80 to $100 gold a 
month. The leboring classes live in tene- 
ments or else buy their own little two and 
three room houses through e building and 
loan association, of which there are many 
and well managed as a rule. 
| Servants are also expensive and not good, 
and one has to pay $20 to $30 goM a month 
for a gir} who can neither read nor write and 
who, having just landed from Italy or Spain, 
knowe nothing of housework. 

Meat and bread and some vegetables are 
cheap, but everything else is dear. The 
writer paid $8 gold for e pair of shoes which 
could have been bought in the States for $4. 
Forty dollars and up has to be paid for a suit 
of custom made clothes; there are not many 
“ready mades” for sale, and what thereare 
are of inferior quality. Everything else in 
the clothing Hne {s in proportion, so that the 
cost of Hving, compared to Chicago, is nearly 
double. s 

The population of Buenos Aires is exceed- 
ingly cosmopolitan, as may be seen by the 
fact that in addition to 412 periodicals pub- 
HNshed in Spanish there are twenty-two in 
Italian, eight in English, eight In French, and 
others in Dutch, Basque, Syrian, etc. 

There are about thirty-five theaters in the 
city besides some fifty places dedicated to 
picture shows, and many of the cafés have 
cinematographe and give free exhibitions 

; every night. Of the theaters the Colon is the 
principal one and is one of- the largest and 
most beautiful in the world, seating 4,600 peo- 
ple.

For the Mother Who Is Proud 
of Her Boy’s Appearance 
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By W. B. STOUT. 


T this time of the year Norway is at 
its best. The skies are as blue as 
only the Norwegian skies efin be; the 
valleys dark with purple, 
touch of green here and there where 

the color of the trees relieves the monotony 
of this same depressing purple; while about 
as I walked along the little winding road 
leading from Vossvangen to Eide, there was 
the stillness of the open country, making one 
feel lonesome without any particular reason. 

Although enjoying my walk to the full, I 
had somewhat of the blues as well as I 
followed the little mountain stream for mile 
after mile, with the road twisting back and 
forth to conform to the meandering of the 
water. 

After some four hours of walking I sud- 
denly espied off to one side of the road some- 
thing that drove away the blues and set me 
to thinking enthusiastically of some possi- 
bilities of real fun for the boys at home. 

It was nothing more than a little Norwe- 
gian sawmill, home made and very crude, 
that stood just off the road and whose floor 
posts straddled the very stream I had been 
following. Underneath, and supported by 
a couple of the posts, was a large wooden 
paddle wheel with a wooden axie, this con- 
nected by a system of levers and cranks to 
asaw frame which came up through the floor, 
the turning of the paddle wheel working the 
frame with its saw up and down. thus sawing 
off, or into boards, any sawlogs which were 
Piaced against the saw above. 

Something of the arrangement of this milk 
is shown in the first drawing. Here you can 
see the paddle wheel at W, supported on 
‘posts, P, through which a shaft runs, ending 
outside in a crank, K. A connecting rod, 
V, runs from this back to a larger, longer 
crank [a], on the end of the second shaft 
running through two posts, L, further back. 

To a third crank in the center of thie second 
shaft is fastened the saw which runs from 
this crank up through the floor as shown at 
S, the top end of the saw being guided in a 
slide, D. 

By studying the drawings you can easily 
see how when the water wheel turns, the saw 
is worked. up and down. 

The drawings are from sketches which I 
made on the place at the time; the idea be- 
ing taken.very closely from a real sawm 
working there in Norway. 

First, there is a base board, B. This has a 
framework of sticks fastened to its side as

The trgugh, T, which rune under the peddle 
wheel is made of three pieces of thin wood 
as in Fig. I, and just wide enough to fit in 
between the upright, L, and [p], in which po- 
sition it is nailed slanting at a fairly steep 
engle as shown. | 


The water wheel is made of two wooden 
eircles or disks, W, having six slots sawed 
in toward the center around their rim, and 
equally spaced. Into these slots are fastened 
cross pieces or paddles, P, of tin or thin wood 
from a grape basket or strawberry. box, all 
of this paddle construction being shown 
plainly in Fig. 2 in the separate small 
sketches. ~ 

The axle [h] is a wire and has two little 
wooden washers [e] on either side of the 
wheel outside to keep its sides from rubbing 
on the posts [P] when the wheel turns. These 
pieces [e] should be a little longer than the 
thickness of the sides of the trough, and the 
wheel made fust wide enough to fit easily 
into the trough, T, without hitting the sides 
when rotating. 

Thé crank, K, is bent with a very small

throw. The connecting. rod,:V,‘is also of }° 
wire with a loop at each end for a bearing. 
The shaft [a] is bent up of wire also, the 
throw of this crank being fairly large, 8° 
that when the crank, K, turns around it will 
merely move the second crank {a] back and 
forth. You can easily see how the crank i 
bent in the middle of this second shaft and 
how the saw runs up through the floor and 
through the wooden support, D. 

The saw may be merely a model of tin or 
you can take an old hacksaw blade, although 
for just a model, for looks only, you can use 
@ pasteboard or wooden one. 

The roof of the house part ts formed by 
two thin pieces of wood or cardboard fixed at 
an angle and fastened on as shown. 

When this much is done you are ready to 
try the model by putting it under, fhe faucet 
in the sink and letting the water run into 
the trough, T, at the top, or if you want 
to use it out of doors o& some spring day 
when the water ts running through the gut- 
ters, you can easily build a small dam so 
that all of the water will run through the 
“race ’’ or trough of the mill. .

HE truest economy for-the business 
girl,” said a successful business 
woman, “is to take care of herself 
and build herself into a better ma- 
chine for doing her work.” 

This woman is qualified to speak, if any 
one is, on the subject.

The wise manager always keeps his finger 
on the pulse of general opinion among his 
employés and will not, if he cari help it, take 
measures to antagonise his old and faithful 
employés. At least it has often been ob- 
sérved that the béss who plomes himself 
upon his independence and his ability to keep 
others under his thumb regardless of the 
general sentiment in hie office, can seldom 
boast of a model management. 

Other little follies on the side of the man- 
ager are those of getting too friendly with 
his stenographer, of being absent from his 
office too frequently without authorizing 
definitely séme reliable person to take his 
chair, or of promoting the wrong one for 
other than, business reasons.

Making Skill in Mending Pay. 


AVE you a talent for mending? Well, 
there is a good living in it. The few 
women who have taken up mending 
as a businese are doing well. It is 

mot at all surprising, as everybody 

needs them, especially the men. One woman 
is carrying on an extensive business mend- 
ing shirts for men and skirts for women. My 
attention was firat attracted to the place by 
seeing an attractive sign swinging over the 
doorway, which read: “Shirt and Skirt Hos- 
pital.” I entered, and upon being questioned 
as to why she entered into such an odd occu- 
pation the woman said: 


“This city is simply full of busy people, 
pachelors and bachelor girls especially, pro- 
fessional people, who are delighted to turn 
over thelr mending tO some.one else. They 
find that it pays them in the end, especially 
the kind I da | 

“ Any kind of mending will bring good re- 
turns. It seems to be a field that has been 
pretty much overlooked, and why that is so 
I cannot tell. I have tried various kinds, 
commencing with darning stockings for men 
at 5 cents a hole; then I worked at darning 
table linen for private families and hotels 
and found this profitable indeed.” 

“ But that is not what you do now?” 

“No. I have found something much bet- 
ter. In my experience working for various 
men and women I stumbled, as it were, upon 
my present occupation, which is mending 
shirts and skirts. I put new cuffs and neck- 

an cr on men’s white and colored shirts, 


and get my material for the purpose from 
the bottom of the shirts. I charge 30 cents 
for putting e pair of cuffs on and 26 cents 
for a new neckband. Their woolen shirts are 
often too long and bulky, so I shorten these 
and make them fit.”’ 

“So you think that business can be made 
to pay, do you?” 

“I not only think so, I know so from an 
experience of three years in this business. 
You can readily figure it out for yourself. I 
pay nothing for materials to work with ex- 
cept thread, s0 that what I get fot my work 
is. almost clear profit; and the men I sew for 
are well satisfied, as the shirts they bring to 
me are invariably of good quality and will 
wear just twice as tong after having been 
renovated in this way.”’ 

“ Do women patronige you to any great ex- 
tent for the skirt bindings?”. was asked. 

“O, yes, I have much more of that work 
to do than I can possibly find time to do. 
I have had to engage a number of assistants. 


I charge a uniform price of 25 cents for 


putting on a braid or mending the bottom of 
a skirt in any way. I have regular cuetom- 
ers. Many of them would like to have me 
care for their entire wardrobe, but I prefer 
to specialize in what I am doing. I will 
leave that work for other enterprising women 
to do, and it certainly Js a vast field in ttself. 
When my business P- 3 small I used to have 
my customers call their work, but now I 
deliver to them by messenger and conduct 
everything on a strictly business basim”’

FTEN one hears the remark thet some 
persons working slowly and steadfly 
accomplish more than others work- 


to whom hurry is second nature may give 
you the marvels even when the tasks in ques- 
tion are long strings of difficulties, but in the 
main office workers going at the average gait 
are always in danger of muddling when the — 
pressure is doubled and the work is hard. — 

The best recipe for doing hard and fast 
work is to go slow and keep cool, with your 
han@ steady and your mind fixed. 

The hardest way is to let your work stack 
up in a threatening tumbling heap right at 
your elbow near the edge of the desk, then 
giance at it ever and anon, get a square look 
at your neighbor who may be several lengths 
ahead. and then another square jook at the 
clock which says Father Time hasbeen doing 
a Marathon, and then finally: plunge at your 
letters with might and main and nerves thet 
quiver with the unaccustomed stress. Of 
course you will get there—O, yes, but not 
without errors that show up later on, and & 
dismal used up feeling in your brain. 

Have you ever noticed how many unneces- 
sary moves the nerved up person mekes? 
Or have you ever observed in yourself how 
your thoughts fly hither and thither when 
something has rattied you, and you are men- 
tally and physically uncomfortable? When 
work piles up there is double need of keep- 
ing a strict supervision of your nervous ays- 
tem,, for it isn't always the one whose hands 
fly the fastest who excels in the quality and 
quantity of his work. 

Lr-is-quite the same way whena difficultand 
intricate task is handed you. 

The average gir] promptly looks pessimistic 
in the face of the extra strenuous—ithe bump 
of individuality above her nose becomes a 
nest of little wrinkles. She begins with a 
deep sigh that ends with some such thoughts 
as “I wish kK were 5 o'clock,” end So ex- 
aggerates her hardships that it is only with 
a feeling of apathy that she can tackle the 
strenuous task. 

She has put herself in the wrong mental 
attitude to start with. 

The satisfaction of doing something be- 
yond the ordinary range of her capabilities 
doesn’t cheer her any. 

Instead of acquainting herself with the in- 
tricate and knotty points of her work and 
getting a clear understaftiding at the outset 
she flounders along dispassionately until she 
lands in the bog of confusion from which the 
chief or his agetetame hoists her—without 
delight. 

This is the hard way of doing hard work. 

When you are assigned new and unusual 
duties the most rational way is to consider 
and examine them until you know that you 
know and can give your hearty say-eo, or 
on the other hand demand definite and clear 
instructions from those in charge. 

Of course the boss may appear delighted 
when you can tackle something new and 
difficult with fervor and quick comprehen- 
sion, but he would certainly never blacklist 
you for admitting frankly your shortcomings 
when necessary instead of waeting time end 
floundering over difficulties without reeuits.

HIS is the true story of a man of culture 
and f€eals who was brought fece to 
face with modernity and civilisation as 
they are incarnated in the most modern 
of modern cities, the latest product of

FRENCH sculptor, M. Cardin of 

Nantes, has invented and patented an 

apparatus which, if it does not actu- 

ally revolutionize the art of modeling, 

will at least greatly simplify and fa- 
cilitate this work. The Kea to uss photos- 
raphy for this work is not new. As early as 
1861 a process was tried which consisted in 
placing the model, living or inanimate, in a 
eircle formed by twenty-four photographic 
apparatus, through which an equa! number 
of negatives wae obtained simultaneously. 
These were cut into equal parts.and after- 
ward united around a revolving disk, en- 
abling the sculptor to obtain a relatively 
accurate view of all sides. This effort was 
too complicated and did not attain the popu- 
larity expected. 

M. Cardin’s method has the great advan- 
tage of simplicity and shows a distinct prog- 
ress both in application and results. He 
does not claim to be able to furnish a com- 
pletely finished piece of sculpture but to sup- 
ply much more accurate preliminary 
sketches than one has hitherto been able to 
obtain, and this in an infinitely shorter time 
than now is necessary for the mere “ block- 
ing"’ of a piece. The method te simple 
enough. It consists of the putting of the 
modeR} at an “exact sculptural point ”’ 
through the means of four photographs, 
taken simultaneously under a scientific ar- 
rangement of space, and an articulated mod- 
eling frame of special construction. 

The four photographs may be taken In two 
different ways, either with four cameras of 
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uniform caliber, arranged in form of a cross 


at exact distances, which will give the right 
and left profile, full face, and back#iew. If 


only one photographic apparatus is available 


mirrors are arranged in such a way as to 
give the four views desired. Great care in 
this case must be observed that the mirrors 
are on an exact level. 

The photographs obtained are fixed on the 
modeling frame, which is formed of a metal 
square, in the center of which is a revolving 
shaft to be used for the model. The four 
sides of the square are provided with mov- 
able frames which may be fitted with draw- 
ing boards to which the photographs are at- 
tached. On two sides of the frame are artic- 
ulated slides provided witb a system of long 
points which move easily at any angle in 
their grooves, being an arrangement based 
on the pantagraph system. 

For direct operation two of the photo- 
graphs, one full face and one profile, are 
firmly fixed on the boards; a definitive point 
on the full face photograph is determined 
upon and the siender guide, pencil, or light 
ivory rod is then brought in contact with the 
“point de départ ’’ and securely fastened by 
a rivet. This operation is repeated on the 
photograph of the profile. This done, after 
having separated the boards carrying the 
photos, there is nothing to do but slide the 
frames till both the given points meet. The 
point of contact, be it top of nose or top of 
head, determines in space the exact position,

mending and patching done either through 
ignorance of the subject or for lack of time. 


The surest and best plan to follow is never fo). 
put anything away that needs attention. If: 


it is something which has just been taken off, 
lay it near your.work basket so it will not 
be forgotten. If in looking over the clean 
‘clothes there are any pleces which need at- 
tention, lay them to one side, then take some 


afternoon .to properly mend everything. If 
some of . 


there is only time to hurry throu 
the work, with the result that it will be badly 
done, wait until there i time enough to do it 
right. 

Just at this time of year there are doubtless 
many pieces of Weven underwear which show 
thin places, if not actual holes. Here is a 
case where “a &titch in time ”’ is a real sav- 
ing. If the weak place is small enough to be 
remedied by darhing, use some of the cotton 
kept for darning stockings. 


| ; * sk 
Split the strands if necessary, for if the 
thread is too heavy it will tear the material 
still more. Run the needle parallel with the 
warp threads first, starting a little above the 
worn spot. If the darm is commenced too 
“near the Weak place it will not hold. After 


the threads have been run in and out.ion the 


length, run them in and out paralie! with 


the woof threads, interlacing the stitches in ° 
and out with the warp ones as you go. Care 


must be taken not to pull these too tight, as 
the place will have a puckered-look, especially 
after it is washed. 

Where a patch is necessary, cut not only 
the hdle but all the worn part away, making 
a round, oblong, or square hole as the case 
“may be. Doubtless every woman hae pieces 
of old underwear laid away for just such an 
emergency, and a piece similar in weight and 
Weave to the garment ito be mended should 
Be chosen. 

Cut it a quarter of an inch larger all around 
than the hole, and when it is basted in place, 
the grain of the material. must match that of 
‘the garment exactly. Use eighty or ninety 
cotton i and catch stitch the raw edges 
of the garment on the right side, then turn to 
the wrong side and do the same to the edgas 
of the patch. Have the stitches as small and 
even as possible, and do not pull the thread 
tight anywhere. It will break if it is.

Never use a darning ball for stockings. 
It will stretch the place and never look well. 
If there is any size to the hole baste a piece 
of heavy writing paper or thin cardboard 


‘underneath, and in basting it down be careful 


neither to stretch nor full up the hole. Try 
to keep the original shape as far as possible. 
The principle is the same as that just de- 
scribe@ in the underwear darn. {Run the 
threads far enough into the good material to. 
’ be a support to the hole. Where the hole is 
really large begin the work in the middle, 


where the hole is the largest. Tale, will bea © 


help in preserving the shape. 

Sometimes a tear will be made in lace tn- 
sertion or edging on fine Nngerie or maybe 
on the pretty wash dresses. If possible get 
a piece of plain net, matching the mesh in 
size. Baste this on the wrong side of the 
tear and after cutting away any ragged ends 
hem the edges of the hole carefully to the 
net. On the wrong side hem the edges of the 
net which wes laid under the tear te the 
lace, without turnihg.in any edge, however. 
Use fine sthread, a fine needle, ahd small 
stitches, and, of course, have the threads of 


the net rum the same way as the lace. 


Sometimes a tear in a piece of embroidery 
can be mended nicely by holding the place 
together perfectly and basting a piece of fine 
muslin in place on the wrong side. After this 


has been basted down all around, darn inand. 


out over the tear, letting a stitch go over the 
raw edge, first on one side, then on the op- 
posite, and taking the rows of stitches close 
enough almost to touch. ,

worn, the easiest way to remedy it is to cut 
the hem open exactly on the edge all the way 
around, then turn in the edges, in as narrow a 
turn as may be, Baste carefully, and stitch 
close to the edge. In the case of a plain 
petticoat ruffle, it would be pretty to over- 
hand a narrow linen lace edge to the turned in 
edge of the hem. 

It is frequently necessary to patch, chil- 
dren’s wash clothes, and this is done by 
means of the hemmed patcii, or, better still, 
‘the one which is set tn.

It would be time well spent, where this has 
never been done, to take a smal? piece of 
goods having small checks, and practice on 
this kind of a patch. The checks will match 
so perfectly that the seams will be invisible 
ané at the corners there is no separating or 
puckering. ‘ 

Patching table linen is one of the 
particular kinds of mending. Attention has. 
to be paid tn this, as in all kinds of patchtn: 
to having the grain of the patch run the right 
way. If there is no figure in the damask the 
work is comparatively simple, but if there is 
a figure it should be matched perfectly. Never 
use perfectly new damask with acioth partly 
worn, if there is any old available. If new 
has to be used, it will be easier to handle if 
the starch is first taken out.

There are two ways'of setting in a patch. 
One way is to cut the plece to be set in exdct- 
ly the size of the hole, and the secand is to cut 
the patch oneéeighth of an inch Jarger all 
around than-the hole, and after it is basted in 
place, to darn it in position. 

Of course, the first thing to do is to trim off 
any frayed or ragged places, and to make the 
hole an eveh)ly cut oblong place, or a square. 
Then the patch is cut and if it is the last

ing in and out stitches. The endstitch on the 


right, side must cover the raw edge of the. 


damask, and at the opposite end of the run- 
ning on the wrong side, \the end stitch must 
cover the raw edge of the patch. : 
This is descriptive of just one little line 
of running stitches, and these little lines of. 


stitches must be parallel and as: close to- 


gether as possible. When a corneris reached 
the lines of stitches practically meet at 
theeineide corner of the patch on the right 
side and radiate out from there to protect 
entirely the corner of the patch on the wrong 
side. When this is finished and well pressed 
it is hardly noticeable, and is durable. 

The patch cut the size of the hole is more 
dificult to handle. It fs held in place, and 
then darned in, by taking a short stitch over 
the edge of the patch, and then the next one 
is taken in the opposite direction over the 
edge of the hole. and so on. These stitches 
are taken close together and as evenly as 
possible. 

A small worn place can be réimforced by 
darning jthe place with fine linen thread, 
running back an@ ‘forth the same as in 
stocking darnine. 

Diagonal or straight tears in woolen ma- 
terials are mended, first: by trimming off the 
frayed edges, but not doing any more trim-— 
ming than is really necessary, and. then lay 
underneath the place elther a small piece of 
the same material or a piece of silk. Inany- 
thing as light weight as henrietta cloth, the 
same material may be used, but in any suift- 
ing a piece of silk will be betfer.

This isn't a etory, nor even a fairy tale: 
it’s dust the plain facts about how four of 
we turned the tiresome routine of Hving tn 
@ boarding house ee ee © 
home of ourown. 

We were and are all ian working gtris, 
not the sort of working girls who wear ex- 
pensive frocks and take yearly trips to 
Burope, but just ordinary working girls, 
working on salaries that are quite moderate 
even now. Here is an introduction to we:

Louise, teacher. ......sesecseee BD 
Helen, stenographer........... 12 
Lucille; private secretary...... 16 

The four of us had chumtned together for 
ayear. Wemet in oneof the dull, uninterest- 
ing boarding houses where working girls are 
compelled to go unless they choose the even 
more lonesome furnished rozm or the almost 
impossible home for working girls. . We tried 
various boarding houses, and did our best to 
become accustomed to the chatter and gos- 
sip thet went with them. The atmosphere 
was depressing. After a hhaid day's work it 
wes far from refréshing to come “ home.” 
to a place where conve:sation consis‘ed 
mostly of personalities and where everything 
about one wes discuescec, from the way one 
did one’s hair to one’s best “ gentleman 
friend.”’. Of course we didn't iike the food, 
either, but we found boarding houses far 
cheaper than restaurants and lunchrooms, 
The average Doarding house cost-us $6 cr $7 
a week, and then the comforts were few. Our 
rooms were small, and unless furnished in- 
conveniently with a tiny bed disguised as a 
couch we were compelied to receive our 
friends tn the unhcmelike sitting room, 
where we could be watched by the other 
boarders with anything but sympathetic

. Jt was Helen who solved the problem. She 

* #s the clever one of us. One evening, when 
we were crowded together in our bedroom, 
she said: “ Let's go to housekeeping.” We 
discussed the problem from every possible 
angle for a couple of weeks, and in epite of 
the discouraging views of the fricnds to 
whom we told of our plan, we finally took the 
*“ fatal plunge.” 

We found a dear little fiat. just three min- 
utes farther out.by the elevated than we had 
been living. It was quite new, the cecora- 
tions were pretty, and the rent was $18 per 
month. There werd three rooms, a living 
room, a bedroom, and ¢ a pon resp tie of din-

ing room and kitchen. Between us we had 
almost enough chairs for the bedroom and 
sttitg room. The furniture we bought at 
ean installment house, each of us paying $10 
“down,” so thet the balance was soon paid 
for. 

For the living room we bought a devenport, 
which made a good bed at night for two of us, 
a few mission chairs, and a library table. 
For the bedroom we bought a dressing table, 
a chiffonier, and a box couch. We had chairs 
of our own to help out. 

For the kitchen we bought a table, a small- 
er serving table, and chairs, a china cabinet 

“ bullt in,” these, together with a few 
necessary linens, a pretty but inexpensive 
dinner set, and a few cooking utensils com- 
pleted our “home.” We have added the 
smaller things, draperies, rugs, etc., as we 
have been able and our own pictures have 
made it look homelike and real. Our friends 
like it. There is nothing of the makeshift 
about it, it’s a home in every way. 

* 
Care of the House. 

We do our own work, of cours6, and once 
@ week the wife of the janitor gives the 
house a thorough cleaning. We make the 
beds before going away in the morning and 
clean the house, taking turns at the things 
we Mke least to do. 

Every two weeks another one of us takes 
her turn at being *’ housekeeper,’.and we get 
@ lot of fun out of it:allh Our breakfasts 
consist of breakfast food and cream, coffee, 
fruit, and freet rolis. Our lunches we take 
downtown. Our suppers consist of soup, 
meat, two vegetables, sometimes a salad, 
and a sweet of some sort. In the evenings 
we visit our friends, have quite a good deal 
of company, and attend lectures, and once 
in a whilethe theater, Once every two weeks 
we give a “ party ’’ to some of our friends 
and people are beginning to refer to “‘ the 
fiat” ap the place where a good time can be 
had always. We have lost our nervous, 
strained look, each of us has gained several 
pounds, and altogether we are so well satis- 
fied with the experiment that our only one 
regret is that we did not think of it long ago. 
We are saving money, wearing better clothes, 
and heving a better time than we have had 
in years.

Each of u@ pays $5 per week into the “ home 
fund,”’ and there is always enough left for 
parties, the payment on the furniture, and 
a nice bit forthe rainy day that we are hoping 
won't ever come.

In the bedroom devoid of ordinary closet 
space a shirt waist box is almost indispénsa- 
ble, but all depends on how commodfously 
it is built. . 


It would reduce crowding in a makeshift 
closet that is Tecessarily small, and at the 
same time afford the best protection to silk 
and starched waists that crush easily among 
the heavier trappings of one’s wardrobe. A 
shirt waist box of commodious dimensions is 
an ormament as wel as acomfort. The best 
Gimensions are three and One-half by two 
by two feet. 

An unused single or double doorway.with 
a Graw curtein of rep or tapestry will some- 
times serve the purpose of a closet, If such 
doorway is fairly deep measure off its width 
on an old fashioned portiere pole and have 
the part fastened into the casing about two 
feet from the top. Use the small clasp coat 
hangers on it. While this would prove a 
diminutive clothes closet, when you ere not 


"burdened with an extra lot and follow the 


wise practice of disposing of your discards 
you will at least have the satisfaction of 
hanging your clothes out of sight. 


A wooden bedstead with the high head 
piece would enable you-to improvise a ward- 
robe of another sort—if not a little dressing 
foom if mecessary. Move your bedstead 
slightly away from the wall with the tall 
head piece facing e@ corer. That. your 
device may not be conspicuous, use the cor- 
ner opposite the door by which you enter. 
The concealed corner ie used for hooks and 
other clothes hanging conveniences, the in- 
side of the tel head piece might be fitted up 
with shelves on brackets or a hanging cabi- 
net for the smaller dress accessories, 

When rooms are small and closet space 
would not be available under any circum- 
stances wardrobes are built into the walls 
like cupboards, with shelf arrangements 
above and drawers below. If the screen ar- 
rangement does not suit this would be most 
convenient and desirable.

Bust Really Cast by Englishman. 


In his pamphlet of some seventy closely printed pages, 
profusely illustrated, the result of personal research 
carried out in Paris, London, Lille, Dresden, Verona, 
Innsbruck, Florence, Munich, and many other art cem 
ters, Herr Schause proves conclusively that the bust 
now in the Berlin museum is not the work of Leonardo 
da Vinci, but was cast by R. Cockle Lucas of Southamp- 
ton, England. There is little hope that the controversy 
will be dropped in Germany until the bust is rem 
or provided with a new labél stating that it is a nine- 
teenth century work. 


Another “treasure,” which careful modern methods 


have disqualified from appearing in any respectable 
museum, is the bust of Jerome Benivieni, the fanious 
defender of Savorarola, who lived from 1453 to 1542. 
This tetra cotta work was purchased by the Lotvre 
for $15,000 and afterwards turned out to be the work 


wf a modern Italiah named Bastianini, who received $25 


for his work. The, model was not the renowned ancient, 
but an impoverished cigarmaker who was paid 25 cents 
a day for his sittings,. The man who bought the bust 
feom the. sculptor sold it to the experts and got away 
with the loot before the fraud was detected. 

La Venus au Miroir, or Venus at the mirror, for which 
the National London gallery paid $225,000, supposing 


that it also was a genuine Velasquez, is now being

Ambition prompted Chief Justice Phillips to resign 
in 1822 to enter the race for governor of Illinois ir 
that year, probably the most bitter electoral contest 
in the history of the state. The tssue was slavery, 
and it was the firat gubernatorial contest fought out 
on those lines in the state. A further unusual phase 
of the election was the participation of four candi- 
dates, the victory going to Coles, who gained the of- 
fice by 4 narrow margin of forty votes. 


With his defeat, Justice Phillips permanently re- 
tired to his plantation near Murphysboro, Tenn. More 
shrewd and with an exercise of daring discretion 
which the laws of the present day would hardly lend 
connivance to, Thomas C. Browne, one of the gladi-, 
ators in the four cornered fight for the governorship, 
while proselyting for the greeter office, retained his 
seat in the Supreme court, whose duties claimed hie 
sole and satisfied attention thereafter until the end of 
1848, a-term of continuous service on the bench of 
thirty years, the longest in its history.

Mao of Chicago Found. 

After some years of diligent search the map 
or plat of the land six miles square at Chi- 
cago has been located.

It oc- 
curs in one of Gen. Wayne's letters that it 
pleased the Indians to learn that a fort 
would be established at the mouth of the Chi- 
cago river, where at one time there was an 
old fort; assurance was given the Indians 
that the fort would be erected to aid in pro- 
tecting | the Indians.

Hints to Spring Gardener. 


‘OW is the time to look up the empty 
cigar boxes which have been cast 
from 'time to time into the basement 
or the attic. What for? Why, to 
start the little seedlings for the early 

spring garden. Be sure to bore holes in the 
bottom of the shallow box before putting in 
the first layer of sand dnd ashes, with a few 
clinkers from the furnace to serve as drain- 
age. Add finely pulverized earth, and drop 
in the seed through a small sifter. Do not 
cover—just shake down. -Pilace in a cark 
corner of the basement where it is warm, and 
cover the boxes with newspapers, Mfting 
every morning to moisten the earth and nur- 
ture the tiny seeds. If alowed to become 
dry the seeds will dle, whereas if kept moist 


a threadlike green shoot will make its ap- 


pearance in the course of a couple of weeka 

When the leaves appear, wait until the 
second pair show themselves, then lift by 
means of a quill toothpick and deposit ina 
long, wooden, shallow box in a sunny part 
of the basement, and cover with glass, re- 
moving the paper gradually to get the new 
plant accustomed go the light. -The necessity 
for transplanting is obvious. Unless the 
small plant is removed from its first en- 
vironment it will grow tall and spindiing. 
with but a few fibrous roots; if transplanted 
according to directions the root growth can 
be controlled. Seeds that may be planted 


now are the pansy, mignohette, forget-me- 
not, and the tomato, parsley, lettuce, cauli- 
flower, and eabbege. 

It is time now to cut up the bodies of the 
geranium plants which have been hanging 
from the rafters during the winter or tying 
with their roots in a box of sand in @ coob 
dark corner. They look lifeless and im- 
possibile at first, but if carefully cut apart 
into slip» from five to seven inchee in length 
and placed in pots of Diack soil, with the 
usual! sprinkling of coal ashes, thoroughly 
watered, and gradually brought out to the 
light, they wil) make good and one plant will 
give forth a quantity of sturdy new planta 
which may be set in the same old famfiler 
geranium corner of the garden as soon as 
all danger of frost ip past.

‘art: - Three years ago Dr. Berthold. Laufer 
Was sent to the far cast to make investiga- 
tions in Thibet, and incidentally he was 
given a few thousand Goliars to spend in 
China. Dr. Laufer is an authoritative expert 
in this department. When he took his degree 
of Ph.

Over 10,000 objects have been bougitt and 
most of the boxes have errived at the mu- 
seum, though a year or so may be required 
for their classification and display. They 
include 100 bronze vessels of the Chou 
dynasty (B. C, 1000), including one gilt all 
OVer, Pte only specimen known of this kind.

Next in order are seventeen fron pieces of 
the Han dynasty (B. C. 200 to A. D. 200)— 
vases, stoves, spears, lamps, eto, the first 
collection ever made of thas kind; bronze and 
pottery’ vessela, coins, metal mirrors, and 
twenty-nine marvelous jade carvings of this 


perfod. Of the Wel and Tang dynasties (A.D. 


' prokjeries, jade, etc, 


800-700) there are Buddhistic stone and mar- 
ble sculptures from old tombs, bronze and 
clay figures, etc., and of the Sung dynasty 
(middie ages) twenty-four large bronze 
vases. 

Of the Ming dynasty (1868-1640) we shall

collection at the Metropolitan museum, 

One of the Ming pictures is eaid to be the 
largest painting ever made in China, measur- 
ing 147 inches in length by @ inches tn width. 
It is a gorgeous landecape-by one of the 
greatest of the Ming painters, Chin Ying. 


- Three other collectors, among them Dr. Mor- 


rison, the well known orientalist ané cor- 
respondent of the London Timés, tried in vain 
to get this picture. 

At the present moment China ie the most 
interesting country. in the world to collectors. 
Egypt; Japan, even India and Persia, have 
been raked over, but China ie still a vast un~ 
explored treagure house.. Nobody knows how 
much there ts in-it and adventurous experts 
are just beginning to find out. Considering 
Dr. Laufer’s\extraordinary success in up- 
rooting precioug things with a few thousand 
dollars, our rich men could perforni no higher 
service to the community than to place larger 
sums at the disposal of the museums for this 
purpose.

Two Amendments of Interest. 

The Chicago Automobile ciub is interested 
in two amendments that will be introduced 
at Springfield by State Senator A. J. Olson, 
who is a member of the club. Both of them 
are favored by the Michigan avenue organ- 
nization. One has to do -with the registration 
ef cars and the granting of licenses. Senator 
Olson wishes to change the lew so that all 
licenees will expire May 1. Healsoaskethat 
either the color or the shape of the tags be 
changed each year so the police cap tel) at 
a glance whether or not tthe owner ie in good 
standing at Springfield. This will enable the 
secretary of state to collect many license : 
fees which now ate not paid. The other 
amendment has to‘do with “‘ reiiroading ” 
cars—taking the machines without the per- 
mission of the owners. The Ohicago Auto- 
mobile club feele that this should be a state 
offense and not a misdemeanor, which would 
make it possible to give the offender @ 
penitenthary sentence. 

Nationally the attention of the motoring 
hosts ig called to the fact that the American 
Automobile association has at last got its 
registration bill into congress. Representa- 
tive Wanger of Pennsylvania emgineered the 
bill into the house and now it is before the 
committee on interstate and foreign com- 
merce. ;

Pian for Naticnal Registration. 

Since the other time this measure has been 
changed from the ** federal registration bill” 
to the ‘‘ federal automobile bill,” the idea be- 
ing that this would be additional to the state 
registration. A mectorist provided with his 
state and federal tags would not have to go 
through the formality of registering in other 
commonwealths through which he might be 
traveling. As it ie now, there are several 
states which do not extend reciprocal priv-_ 
lleges to visiting motorists, thus compelling 
the strangers tO pay more fees, not to men- 
tion the trouble they are put to in getting the 
Hcenses. 

The federal bill calle for the payment ofan. 
initial registration fee of $10, with $5 per yeer 
for renewal. This license will expire Dec. 31 
each year. Besides having to register the 
car. drivere also wil) have to pay a fee of 
$5 and go through the government red tepe, 
No driving licenses will be issued to any one 
under 21 years of age. 

If the bill becomes a law the government 
will issue tags, which will be in the shape of 
shields. At the top will be the letters “* U. 8." 
and underneath the number of the federal 
license. Underneath that wil] be the state 
from which the car comes and the year in 
which the tag is issued. The bill will not con- 
flict in any way with state laws other than 
that the tag will carry its holder through the 
states without molestation from the authori- 
ties—in other words, make motoring com- 
merce possible.
